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Response to Arguments 

1 . Applicanfs arguments filed 01/03/2006 have been fully considered but they are 
not persuasive. 

Applicant's main argument swe directed towards "connecting a ^8v POTS output 
signal into a 3V PCMCIA bus would overload the PCMCIA bus and render it 
inoperative". Examiner believes that the answer for applicant's argument was already 
stated in the previous office action dated 10/27/2005. Again, the examiner explained 
that it is well known in the art and Madeson has repeatedly described that the PCMCIA 
(PC card) has a standard RJ-1 1 telephone jack, which is used to connect a telephone 
line to the PC card (col. 1 , lines 52-53 in Madsen). It is not seen that connecting a -48V 
POTS output signal (typically the telephone line) into a 3v PCMCIA bus would overload 
the PCMCIA and render it inoperative as applicant argues. Also, as for the combination 
of Madsen and Corning, the motivation for combining the references is to allow voice 
and data processing, see the previous rejection. Applicant is required to show the 
examiner specifically why connecting a ^8V POTS output signal into a 3v PCMCIA bus 
would overload the PCMCIA and render it inoperative. 

Examiner believes that all other arguments are already addressed in the previous 
office action dated 10/27/2005.
